that more than one of our strong city banks 
are considering the propriety of making a 
similar change. The reasons that are as­ 
signed for the movement is the opposition 
that is being manifested by the people to 
the national system, and the excessive 
State and national taxation. 
It is assertec 
the change will make an annual saving to 
the Traders' National Bank of $13,000, 
which is more than live per cent ot 
its capital stock; in other words, 
costs that much more to do Its business 
under a national charter than under a 
State charter. It may be that the Traders’ 
Bank is not a fair example of the workings 
of the national system, bat it cannot be 
denied that the hard times have affected 
the national banks as well as everything 
else, and for some years they have seriously 
complained of excessive taxation. Hoping 
to secure a favorable change in the law, 
they have clung to the system for its many 
advantages aud patriotic associations. The 
disposition of the public mind, however, 
is so manifestly hostile to the banks that 
the wisest heads among the managers are 
disposed to retreat. 
This confirms what The Inter Ocean has 
said before ; that when the voice of the 
majority of the people shall be heard 
against the national system our Congress­ 
men will find little opposition from the 
banks. Indeed, the danger now appears to 
bo the haste the banks may make to 
change their charters. Any hasty move­ 
ment, either on the part of Congress or 
the banks, could hardly fail to produce fi­ 
nancial disturbances that would be seri­ 
ous. A general movement like this among 
the national banks would so contract the 
currency that Cangress would be called 
upon at once to take measures to supply a 
circnlating medium to take the place of the 
bank notes retired. The transition ought 
to be gradual, and the new scheme well 
considered. Wo confess to some misgiv­ 
ings at seeing this almost eagerness on the 
part ot some to return to the State Bank 
system, and fear that, instead of Treasury 
notes, ill-advised demagogues may take ad­ 
vantage of the people's distress, and in­ 
flict the old system of local issues of paper 
money upon the nation. Far better would 
be national banks without taxation than 
such a retrograde movement. 
This action of the banka is a complete 
answer to the wild assertions of such hair­ 
brained politicians as Cary and Pomeroy, 
that all legislation ainee the war has been 
favorable to capital, for here capital give* 
ap that it is worsted, in this connection 
we woald draw; the attention of ou legis­ 
lators to the favor with which our law 
regards foreign bank capital. 
Instead of 
legislating for the protection of home cap­ 
ital, just the opposite has been done. 
We 
are assured that any of our incorporated 
banks could largely fncrease their divi­ 
dends by taking charters in Montreal and 
establishing branch offices in Chicago. 
This is a matter that deserves investigation 
on ‘ 
and enforcement of the laws. Equal 
adon is but the demand of justice.

The total am ount of paper in 
circulation at the end of the year was $241, 
000,000, and $1 in coin would buy $40 rn 
paper. Finally the depreciation was at the 
rite of 500 to I. The (notes were at las 
funded by the Government under A lexan­ 
der Hamilton at the rate of IOO to I, and 
this ended the revolutionary experiment of 
making paper dollars “founded upon the 
credit or wealth of the nation.” The his­ 
torian adds: “ They were chiefly (as will 
a1 ways be the case when calamity comes) 
held tiy the poor, especially by the rauk 
and file of the army, who carried them 
home only aa mementoes of Hic year of toil, 
hardship, and danger.” 
Perhaps no experiment of making legal 
tender money of 
Government promises 
ever had a greater justification tbau during 
tLe war of the revolution. 
The life of the 
young nation was al stake. Gold and sil­ 
ver were no longer in circulation. 
Hm ks 
were unknown. 
Money m utt be had to 
pay the arm y, and to supply the wants of 
trade. 
Congress honestly believed that the 
credit of the nation could be made availa­ 
ble as a secure basis for a paper money 
circulation. 
The result was bankruptcy; 
ruin and repudiation. 
Returning prosper­ 
ity only came bark with the circulation of 
gold and silver and the total extinction of 
the legal tender money. 
From the time 
thai Abraham bought from Ephron a field 
iu Macbpelah for a burial place for his wile 
Sarah, and weighed to Epnron 400 shekels 
ot silver, “current money with the m er­ 
chants,' the precious metals have been the 
standard of valaes.of all civilised nations.

Yesterday was a field day for the Meth­ 
odists of the Wisconsin Conference, which 
is now holding its annual session in Fort 
Atkinson. Bishop Foster was announced 
to preach in the morning, anil hundreds 
crowded thither to see aud hear this elo­ 
quent divine. A number went from this 
city in carriages, starting at an early hour 
in order to secure seats. By nine o’clock 
the church was crowded until every foot of 
standing room even was occupied. 
The 
annual love least wa9 in progress and in 
spite of the ioteiruptions caused by the 
eager auditors crowding In for seats, the 
meeting was a highly interesting one, and 
was participated in with true Methodistic 
vigor, of the olden sort, by a large number 
of these who had been at work in the vine­ 
yard tor years. At half past ten o’clcck 
the love feast came to a close, and most of 
the ministers retired from the church to 
give room for others to hear the Bishop. 
They with others who could not get into 
the church attended other places of wor. 
ship. Before the sermon the Bishop or­ 
dained as Deacons eight young men, the 
service being very impressive. After the 
nsnal preliminary services,.the Bishop an­ 
nounced as his text the sixteenth verse of 
the 
third 
chapter 
of 
Timothy: 
“And 
without 
controversy 
great 
great is the mystery of godliness ; God 
was manifest in the ffjsh, justified in the 
Spirit, seen of angels, preached unto the 
Gentiles, believed on in the world, received 
up into glory.” H6 spoke first of the mys­ 
tery of godliness, then how God became 
manifest in the flesh, then how he was 
justified in the Spirit, aud in closing dwelt 
upon the last clause “received up into 
glory.” 
The Bishop spoke for ao hour and a half, 
but none of the usual grumblings about 
long sermons were heard. The first part of 
the sermon consisted of clearcut argu­ 
ment phrased so as to be easily understood* 
and the thoughts, clad in elegant diction, 
were piled up until a summit was reached 
from which were seen visions of the far 
beyond, that were inspiring. As he* de­ 
scribed Christ’s baptism, his death, resur­ 
rection, aud ascension, the audience cried 
and shouted, and the thrill of his earnest 
words seemed togo through and through 
those who sat.in the pews drinking in the 
inspiration. 
Bishop Foster is a grand 
looking old 
man, of floe physique, and from the very 
moment he appears in the desk, impresses 
one with his parity of life, earnestness of 
thought, and mastery of the situation, and 
this impression is only strengthened as he 
proceeds with his sermon. Those who had 
the pleasure of hearing him yesterday will 
never forget the occasion.

And the 
bramble said unto the trees. If in truth ye 
annoint mc king over you, theo come and 
put your trust in my shadow, aud if not* 
let fire come out of the bramble, ani de­ 
vour the cedars of Lebanon.” 
The speaker narrated the historical inci­ 
dents concerning the bloody way in which 
Abimelech gained the throne of Israel by 
hirlug a band of insurgents, slaying all the 
royal household except the youngest, Joth- 
am, and then caused himself to be pro­ 
claimed kiog. In the midst of the corona­ 
tion festivities young Jotham stood on a 
high rock overlooking the valley, in which 
the capitol was located, and pronounced 
this first recorded fable ot history. Ile said 
the trees went forth to choose a king* 
They 
first asked 
the 
olive, which 
stood 
for 
wisdom, 
but 
the 
olive 
refused. Thee the fig, staudiug for culture 
aud knowledge, was asked to be kiog, but 
It refused. Then the vine, standing for 
love and graciousness, but it also refused. 
At last they sought the bramble, the brier 
and the thistle, strong only In its vitality 
ol vileness, as stated in the text. 
The re­ 
sult shows the force of the fable, Abimelech 
perished by a woman’s hand. The capitol 
and the sanctuary were consumed by fire. 
The same story is now new and the sermon 
preached by Jotham from his 
stony 
pulpit will bear repetition now. The time 
has come when noplace Is too sacred for 
the handling of themes which pertain to 
the secular^Hairs of the world. Religion 
and politics cannot be separated, for good 
government means righteous government 
aud righteous government means such as 
God wills, and the pulpit was justified in 
urging the people to act in party and pol. 
itics in such a manner as to commend them 
to the praise of the Lord of nations. 
One of the ler sons to be learned from the 
fable is that men naturally dot ire good 
rulers and seek tor them. The men who 
are wise and honest in their personal af­ 
fairs will be so in public a Ha ira, as a rule. 
The people are too apt to forget their 
power and responsibility. 
When Con­ 
gree pisses an iniquitous measure, every 
man should look over the ayes and najfl 
and remember the men who voted wrong, 
and not give them suffrage again. 
The 
people were sovereigns and could prevent 
the brambles from gaining control. 
The 
cry of “principles cot men,” wi.s as rotten a 
sentiment t9 the cry of “men not princt- 


named Caesar. Once it ruled in Turkey, 
and was named after the Suliaii. It seeks 
now to rule in England. Us name is Bea- 
confefield. To-day too, it is up for office in 
this country. Its priest U Dennis Ivearoey 
and its prophet is the hero of the mob in 
Mechanics’ hall, at Worcester.
